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WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION AND TUBERCULOSIS. 

The New York workmen's compensation law provides for com- 
pensation for "accidental injuries arising out of and in the course of 
employment and such disease or infection as may naturally and 
unavoidably result therefrom." A workman in the State of New 
York jumped into a river to save himself when a timber broke. He 
"contracted a heavy cold and pleurisy, which developed into 
tuberculosis." 

The New York Industrial Commission awarded compensation 
to the workman, and the State supreme court affirmed the award.

THE NOTIFIABLE DISEASES. 1 
PREVALENCE DURING 1915 IN CITIES OF OVER 100,600. 

DIPHTHERIA, GONORRHEA, MALARIA, MEASLES, EPIDEMIC CEREBROSPINAL MENIN- 
GITIS, PELLAGRA, POLIOMYELITIS, RABDIS IN MAN, RABIES IN ANIMALS, SCARLET

In studying these tables it should be kept in mind that a rela- 
tively large number of reported cases of a communicable disease as 
indicated by a high case rate (and more especially when accom- 
panied by a relatively small number of deaths, as indicated by a low 
fatality rate) usually means that the health department of that city 
is active and that the cases of the disease are being properly reported 
by the practicing physicians. It does not usually mean that the 
disease is more prevalent in that city than in other cities. A high 
fatality rate may mean that the disease was unusually virulent in a 
city, that the physicians did not treat the disease in that city with the 
success usual elsewhere, or that the practicing physicians did not 
report all of their cases to the health department. On the other 
hand, an unusually low fatality rate may be due to the fact that the 
disease in the city was unusually mild, that the physicians treated 
it with unusual success, that the practicing physicians reported their 
cases satisfactorily, or that the registration of deaths was incom- 
plete, or the assignment of the causes of death inaccurate. 

1 The data from which these tables have been compiled were obtained from the health departments of 
therespestive cities. It is believed that all the municipal health departments which are making a serious 
effort to obtain information of the oxurrenoe of preventable diseases within their respective jurisdictions 
have furnished the data contained in their records. 

It will be noted that some of the cities are apparently much more successful in obtaining reports of the 
notifiable diseases than are others. This may be due to the greater activity of their health departments or 
to a greater interest in the public welfare on tho part of their practicing physicians. That the health 
departments of certain cities are securing sufficiently complete Information of the prevalence of pre- 
ventable diseases to make possible their control is indicated in a number of instances by the large num- 
bers of cases reported as compared with the numbers of deaths registered from the same causes.
